GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION. 

Lowpor, July 5.—In the House of Com- 
mons, last evening, the Government agreed 
to the motion of Henry Chaplin (Conserva- 
tive) for the appointment of a Royal Commis- 
sion to inquire into the causes of the agri- 
cultural depression, and how far they were 
created by, or are remediable by, legislation. 
The matter caused great debate. All sides 
agreed that a great cause of the depression 
was American competition. Mr. Chaplin, in 
his opening speech, said he regarded free trade 
as a question definitely settled, but he couid 
not shut his eyes to the failure of many of 
the predictions of advocates of free trade. 
He did not propose a remedy now, but only 
asked for inquiry. He pointed ont that 
the future of the British agricult- 
ure was dependent upon the cost of 
produce in Ameriea. If the cost of importation 
fell below the cost of production at home, the 
rum of British agriculture was not far distant. 
The Literals, such as Brasscy, Mae Duft, and 
Duff, blamed the British land system and the 
Game laws for the depression. Their arguments 
were summed upinaspeech by Bright. who 
warned the land-owners that the competition of 
the United States would go on increasing, and 
the only way of meeting it was to get rid of 
stupid and mischievous legislation regulating 
tenure and transfer of land. McIver and Ben- 
tinck advocated protective measures, but the 
Maracuis of Hartington and the Government, as 
represented by Viscount Sandon (Conservative) 
and Sir Stafford Northcote, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, 
shown for such measures, which certainly would 
never be sanctioned. The Marquis of Harting- 
ton attributed the depression primarily to a bad 
season.

This is the misfortune of the appli- 
cants, for when once within the hospitable and 
protecting walls of the Home they are kept for 
life, their wants are cared for, they are nursed 
through éickness, and at last when the final 
struggle is over their becrippled and weather- 
beaten bodies are laid comfortably away under 
the sod, where they sleep their long sleep with 
as much tranquillity as the wealthiest millionaire 
in the land. 

The nursing of these aged e from day 
to day and week to week, collecting food 
and money with which to defray the expenses 
of the Home,—for which $74 per month rent has 
to be paid,—constitutes the sole duties of

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Fierce Fight in a Massachusetts Shoe- 
Factory Between Yankees and Colestials. 
By Telegravh to New York Herald. 

Nort Apams, Mass., July 3.—Eyer since 
their intreduction in this country as cheap la- 
borers the Chinamen have been looked upon 
with contempt and disgust by the native Ameri- 
can workmen, and this feeling is to-day none 
the less strong in this town, where upward of 
forty Chinese are employed in the C. T. Samp- 
son shoe-manulactory. The first of their intro- 
duction into this town five years ago was 
through the efforts of Calvin T. Sampson in 
breaking up the Crispin organization, and since 
that time from fifty to — of these rice- eating 
Celestials bave here found permanent emplov- 
mens at wages ranging from 50 cents to $1.75 
per day. 

Tue first year of their settlement here was 
fraught with constant warfare. So deep-rooted 
was the hatred for them borne by the American 
workmen that 1 several instances this feeling’ 
showed itself in open violence, and it was only 
through the influential citizens of the town 
siding with the Chinese that their stay was 
secured. Of late years, however, a peace has 
— 7 up and deen maintained between the 
two formerly hostile factions, and doubtless 
would have much longer continued had not 
trouble sprung up this morning which revives 
the oid hatred caused by the first entrance of 
the Chinese as competitors in the shoe indusfry 
of the town. 

The bottoming-room at the Sampson manu- 
factory, where the Chinamen are employed, is 
two-thirds filied with this class of workmen, be- 
sides which there are from a dozen to twenty 
Americans. About 10 o’clock this morning 
Elmer Hewett, who runs a pegging-machine, 
was accosted by a Chinaman, who appeared in a 
great burry, and ordered to at once attend to 
the Celestial’s wants, but, being a free boru cit- 
wen, and having a natural rep ance to being 
ordered around by a pigtailed Chinaman, Hew- 
ett very poiutedly told the Chinaman to “Go 
to Hell,“ —that he hadn’t “time to bother 
with him.” This 80 exasperated John China- 
man that be struck Hewett a blow across the 
back with a shoe last, which Hewett returned 
with a blow from his clenched fist, which sent 
the celestial spinning across the room as tho 
fired from a catapult, and doublea bim up 
the floor in an unconscious condition, from 
whence he was dragged out by friends before 
the fight became general. Soon after Hewett’s 
blow the entire force of Chinese, some forty in 
number, seized their lasts, shoe-kpives, fil 
hammers, and, in fact, everything they coul 
lay hand upon, and started pellmell for the lone 
American, but jus at this point an unexpected 
combatant appeared upon the scene in the per- 
son of Henry Clark, a fellow-workman of 
Hewett. He was erected with a voliev of lasts, 
bammers, and files, one of which struck him 
over the eye, inflicting a terrible gash some 
three inches in length, and fora moment par- 
tially stunning him. But this was only for an 
instant. Recovering from the first effects of 
the blow, Clark assailed the Chinamen, and 
wherever a bronze countenance showed itself 
he hit it, The whole affair lasted only a few 
minutes, but during that time several China- 
men were placed hors du combat, and two or 
three whites were injured.

WHAT IS SOCIALISM! 
We printed a week ago the report (copied | 


from the Staats. Zatung) of the speech de- 
| livered by Dr. Scumupt at the Socialist pic- 
| nie on Sunday, June 15, Dr. Sommirt has 
great injustice, and a reporter was sont to 
him to obtain his statement as to errors, and 
to obtain, also, his explanation of what 
wrongs the Socialists do really complain and 
really seek to redress.

The average American reader will proba- 


bly fail to discover in this recital of griev- 
| ances any cause for the organization of the 


non-English-speaking population as a dis- 
tinct political party, rallying under a partic- 


ular flag and proposing to carry arma and 


to use them when necessary to protect their. 
lives, their property, and defend the rights 
of mankind, particularly their countrymen 
in Prussia, Bohemia, Poland, France, aud 
other parts of the world, 

It is perhaps to be regretted that Ameri- 
can civilization has not yet reached that point 
of having all the elections held on Sunday, 
so that all men can take a day when there 
is no work and devote it to voting, either at 
primary meetings, conventions, or elections, 
Possibly the country may in time be edu- 
cated up to that point, but even that 
will not satisfy Dr. Sonmmr. In those 
countries where the Sunday is set apart for 
holding elections the law does not prohibit 
labor on Sunday. Rest from labor in those 
countries on Sunday is voluntary, and, there- 
fore, when we get round to that point, vot- 
ers going to the polls will have to be paid 
their wages just the same, whether the elec- 
tions be held on Sunday or some other day. 
There are possibly some 9,000,000 of voters 
in the United States, and of these the Social- 
ists may count up 250,000; but we do not 
suppose this comparatively small number 
intend that their grievance can be remedied 
so long as the other eight and three-quarters 
millions of people persist in having elections 
on some other day than Sunday, and 
persist in voting without wages. Under our 
Election law the time needed for voting 
requires but a few hours each day, and there 
are but few employers who will not give 
their workmen time enough to vote, and 
then, too, the polls are by law required to be.

The second object or aim of Socialism, as 
explained by Dr. Sommmpt, is to secure 
political freedom,” and to prevent the big 
fish from swallowing the little ones. So far 
this definition of the object of Socialism is 
too general; but we find an explanation of it 
in the next sentence, that under the pres- 
ent competitive system that [big fish swal- 
lowing the little ones] is done, and it is 
impossible to get fair wages.” This is a 
claim for the paternal system of government; 
the paternal plan of government doing 
all things and taking care of everybody. It 
seeks that all labor be employed by the Gov- 
ernment, and that all men have the same 
wages; that the Government shall cultivate 
the fields, shall excavate the mines, shall fell 
the forests, shall herd the cattle, breed the 
horses, and the hogs, and the sheep; shall 
manufacture all the beer, the wine, and the 
whisky; shall bake all the bread; shall 
make all the bricks, and build all the stores 
and dwellings; shall do the manufac. 
turing,» and own and operate all the 
steam and sailing vessels, the rail- 
ways, and telegraphs, and canal-boais; 
in short, the Government shall become the 
aniversal employer, and shall pay all men 
alike the same wages, and all shall share alike 
in the distribution of produets. The schools 
and the courts shall be furnished by the 
Government, as well as the bakeries, the 
butcher-shops, the dry goods stores; and 
teachers, lawyers, doctors, musicians, and 
workmen of all occupation shall be employed 
by the Government. Whether the scheme 
includes churches and clergymen we do not 


know, but, if it do, then these, too, will be 


provided by the State. The aim is to destroy 
competitive labor of every kind; it is to 
establish universal brotherhood, and is 


founded on the theory that, as all bees in the 


hive labor alike, and share alike so shall all 
men and women work alike if they be al- 


lowed to share alike the common product. 


This is the dream of the Socialist. How 
unreal it is, and how incapable of execution, 


is shown by the history of the human family 
in every age and in every clime. The Mil- 


lennium is not yet present, nor is there the 


remotest evidence of any change in the na- 
ture, or passions, or instincts of men jead- 
ing to the possibility of such a thing. 


Of all the forms of despotism the paternal 


system of government is the most infamous. 
It is only possible when men are degraded in- 
tellectually to the level of beasts. In the wilds 
of Africa. it exists in its greatest extent. A 
-paternal despot relieves his subjects of all 
care for themselves; he feeds them, clothes 


and advancement, without which man is @ 
slave, and reduced to the level of the well- 
fed and comfortably-stalled ox. The com- 
petitive system places all men free and equal 
before the law; it gives them an equal start 
in the race of life, leaving each to work out 
his own destiny by his own ability, his 
energy, his brains, his sobriety, and 
his perseverance. If the . honest and 
industrious, the laborious and skillful, out- 
run the idle and the improvident, the igno- 
rant and the lazy, the latter must take the 
consequences. Those who earn should en- 
joy; those who plant should reap; those 
who excel should possess their honors and 
its rewards. To fetter these, to place, 
shackles on human labor and intelligence, 
to make the lowest grade the maximum for 
all, is degradation, pauperism, slavery ; and 
Dr. Scr and his Socialistie followers 
should understand that, when they call this 
freedom, they may fitly describe freedom as 
he understands it, but it ig nevertheless the 
freedom, and the happiness, and the con- 
tentment of slaves. Such a freedom is end 
must always be repulsive to the American 
people, to whom paternalism in government 
means despotism in its grossest forms. 


MAYOR HARRISON'S ADMINISTRATION. 
The small politicians among the Chicago 
Democrats affect to believe that the criticisms 
which Mr. Carters Hargion has drawn upon 
himself since he has been Mayor have been 
prompted by partisan considerations, and 
these persons are endeavoring to create sym- 
pathy in Mr. Harrrson’s behalf by represent, 
ing the matter in that light. This theory is 
obviously and ridiculously incorrect. In 
point of fact, no Mayor of Chicago for sev- 
eral years past has been elected by a strict 
party vote, and Mr, Hanno is not an ex- 
ception. Immediately after the fire of 1871, 
a Citizens’ ticket was nominated and elected 
by a combination of Democrats and Repub- 
licans. Then Cotvm was elected by a com- 
bination organized against the Sunday liquor 
law, and composed of voters from both po- 
litical parties. Hxarn was twice elected by 
the votes of the responsible element, includ. 
ing Democrats as well as Republicans, though 
he was a Republican. Finally, no one 
familiar with the division of parties in Chi- 
cago can doubt for a moment that Mr. Han- 
RIsON’s majority was largely made up of 
Republican votes, he ran a a 
Democrat, Dissatisfaction with the regn- 
lar Republican candidate, and the be- 
lief that Hammmon, as 2 respectable 
citizen and large taxpayer, would 
manage the affairs of the city in a conserva- 
tive fashion, caused an important defection 
from the Republican ticket in hie favor. All 
the Republicans who voted for Mr. Hun- 
son would gladly justify their action by 
sustaining his Administration if they could 
fairly do so. 

The fact is that the popular dissatisfaction 
with Mayor Harrison's Administration ex- 
tends among the Democrats as well as the 
Republicans, and there are abundant rea. 
sons to account for it without setting up any 
partisan opposition, which really has noth- 
ing todo with it. Mr. Hanson began by 
promising to be Mayor of the entire city,” 
which was a virtual acknowledgment of his 

obligation fo Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats, and implied an intention on his part 
to manage the affairs of the city to the best 
of his ability, without regard to mere party 
interests. But he encountered a pressure 
from the party bummers which he was not 
prepared to méet with the proper resistance. 
He permitted himself to be persuaded and 
bullied into the belief that he was primarily 
Mayor of the Democratic party, and he 
began to make such changes in the 
personnel of the City Government as 
threatened to prostitute the entire pat- 
ronage of his office to the service of the 
Democratic party. This was not what the 
better class of citizens, whether Democrats 
or Republicans, wanted or expected of Mr. 
Hannrox. But it encouraged the ward-pol- 
iticlans—the loafers, bummers, and vermin 
of his party—to fasten upon him till he him- 
self wearied of the infliction, and even 
threatened to resign unless he could. rid 
himself of the parasites. His repentance 
was too late, however, for his own ‘good or 
that of the city; the insatiable place-hunters 
claim him for their own; they make his life 
miserable when he listens to them, and pur- 
sue him relentlessly if he turns from them. 
Had he at the very outset driven off the 
pack of hounds, and devoted himself to the 
serviee of the city, he would not now have 
to guffer the torture which they inflict upon 
him, nor the criticism of citizens who ex- 
pected something better of him. 

The fact is that, outside of that portion of 
the city affairs which comes under the im. 
mediate control of Commissioner Wartime, 
there has been practically no business done 
since Mr. Harrison was inaugurated. He 
himself has been engrossed with the dis- 
tribution of patronage. He has been ready 
to deliver public addresses on all possible 
occasious, to harangue any little group of 


people who might collect about him, to hold 


long and mysterious confabs with self-consti- 
tuted party leaders ag to the good of the 
party, and to parley with the unnumbered 
legions of office-seekergs who have pestered 
him. He has been in a constant state of ir- 
ritation, which has prompted him, when he 
did anything at all, to reach hesty and ill-ad- 
vised conclusions, and act accordingly. The 
carnival of gab that has been going on ever 
since Mr. Harrison assumed the duties of 
his office has affected nearly all branches of 
the city service.

On the 
contrary, our objection is that an increase of 
wages, to be beneficial and substantial, cannot 
be accomplished by that proceeding. 

The end of labor is production ; labor is a 
means of production; the end sought is 
abundance, and the greater the abundance 
the more readily can the wants of labor be 
supplied. The invention of agricultural im- 
plements has enabled an enormous increase 
in the production of breadstuffs. Bread bas 
been placed within the reach of the human 
family at prices and in quantities wholly un- 
attainable without the use of machinery in 
its production. Prohibit the use of ma- 
chinery on the farm, and the prioe of bread 
and the reduction in the quantity produced 
would satisfy the most incredulous as to the 
comparative blessing of a condition of 
abundance and of scarcity. When a day's 
labor will supply a man with all that he can 
ask for, then there will be a season of cheap- 
ness resulting from abundance of produc- 
It is to the direct and immediate 
interest of every laborer to produce not only 
what he shall need for consumption, but 
something beyond, Whatever he produces 
beyond what he consumes is profit,—is 
wealth. The more abundant the production, 
the cheaper the thing produced, and the 
more the consumer can obiain with his 
means to purchase. 9 . 

The hope and expectation of the Right 
Hour League is that, by reducing tha hours 
of labor one-fifth, one-fifth more men 
must be employed, and, the number of 
men employed being increased, consumption 
must be proportionately increased, and there- 
fore the reduction of the hours of labor will 
lead to an increase of production, instead of 
reducing it. Is this expectation either ra- 
tional or possible ? 

If 100 men be now employed at $2 per day 
of ten hours each, making sh or hats, we 
have thé result of 1,000 hours df produetion 
represented by $200. Ifthe hours of work 
be reduced to eight, then we have the result 
of 800 hours’ work costing $200, or an addi- 
tion of 25 per cent to the cost of the 
hate. It is proposed to put twenty-five 
additional men at work, so as to make 
the usual 1,000 hours. of production, 
and to pay each of the 125 men $2 per 
day, making the cost of production of 
that many hats $250. There are, therefore, 
twenty-five additional men put at labor, and, 
according to the theory of the Eight-Hour 
League, there are twenty-five additional con- 
sumers of hats. Is this true? If the cost 
of producing hats in 1,000 hours of labor be 
increased from $200 to $250, then the price 
of hats to consumers must be advanced 25 
per cent. Before the change the $200 
wages of the 100 men would have purchased 
the whole production of the 1,000 hours of 
labor. Under the change the $250 wages 
of the 125 men will not purchase the same 
number of hats. The number of hats pro- 
duced in the 1,000 hours’ work by the 100 
men working ten hours is the same 
as that produced by the 125 men working 
eight hours, but the cost of production has 
been increased 25 per cent. While the cost 
of each hat under thé ten-hour rule was $2, 
the cost under the eight-hour rule will be 
$2.50. Though each man has the same 
wages for eight hours as was paid for 
ten hours, the wages will not pay 
for the hate. If the wages be 
lumped, there would be enough under the 
ten-hour rule to pay for a hat for each man; 
but the aggregate wages of the 125 men un- 
der the eight-hogr rule will be insufficient,

The production in this country of « 
nautical burlesque, which it is unnecessary 
to specify further here, has bad one effect 
entirely unforeseen by the lexicographers.

The broad “a” has thus gained an intro- 
duction to the people. It has even been 
recommended to their affections. ‘‘ Let me 
make the ballads of a people, and I care not 
who makes their laws,” was the saying of s 
wise man. And how much truer is it that 
the songs of the people avail more 
than the rules of the orthoepy! 
Sir Joseph Porter has more influence 
‘over the common speech than Wrnerzs, 
Worcester, and all the other dictionary- 
makers combined. Sir Joseph and his fe- 
male relatives teach precept by example, 
while the latter have nothing to say except 
to the few who specially consult them. 

We are not sure that the broad a ought 
to supplant the flat a in our language. 
Surely the former ought not to be adopted 
hastily, or without due reflection. Itis not 
a native growth. Its foreign birth is against 
it. It cannot cry “Abba Father” to this 
land of the beautiful and good,—at least it 
cannot so cry in tones familiar to American 
ears. It is difficult to see why a gs in 
father should be more sacred than o as in 
mother. The British people, while they 
broaden their ‘‘a’s,” clip their o and 
all their other vowels. If we follow their 
example in one case, consistency will 
require us to do so in all Wea 
may even be carried farther, and asked to 
imitate the , Continental pronunciation of 
and “i.” The only good argument in 
favor of the broad a is that it is more in 
accordance with the analogy of the language 
than the other, And where may not analogy 
compel us to go? 

A sufficient objection to the adoption of 
old vowel-sounds at the instance of British 
purists is that imitation of foreigners would 
tend to destroy the individuality of our lan- 
guage. We are American, thank Heaven! 
And we speak American. We make our own 
language, just as we manufacture our own 
cotton and raise our own pork. Wearea 
growing and a changing people, and need a 
language to suit the peculiar circumstances 
of the soil and climate, There will be 
uses for all the vowel-sounds known in 


Great Britain, and others not dreamed 


of there, in recording the history of this 
country. The vowels must bein perfect 
condition if they are to fulfill their destinies 
in America. At the late National holiday 
the use of the narrow “a,” if we may call it 
so, could not well be abridged. It resounded 
from one side of the Continent to the other; 
and when our orators spoke of the ship of 
state gliding into the cam sea of peace 
after the stormy times of the Revolution, or 
the sam of victory rising up and uniting 
with the celestial chorus, we knew and ap- 
planded what they meant, ghatever the 
mocking satirists of the Old World may say 
about it. | 

One may have the broad a and still be 
very far from the Kingdom of Heaven. It 
is possible that a person who says ‘ cawnt” 
and ‘‘shawnt,” and is related to Ren 
Granr Wuarre, may talk through the nose. 
We have known such people—in New En- 
gland. English people are physically inea- 
pacitated from pronouncing such words as 
“ Cholmondeley,” Pall Mall,“ Magdalen 
(College), St. John,“ Marylebone,“ 
“ Derby,” and ‘* Worcester,” 
people and cockneys England have the 
broad ‘‘a” letter-perfect, but cannot aspirate 
their h’s. It is a grave question whether 
persons who aspire to the broad 
a“ do not run the risk of 
losing more ground than they make, 
Constant pronunciation of that vowel may be 
injurious to the throat and the nasal pas- 
sages. In no other way does it seem pos- 
sible fully to account for the lamentable con- 
sequences of using the broad a in New 
England. At any rate, we would recommend

THE POLICE REDUCTION A FAILURE. 


it had been generally supposed that the May- 
or’s ideas about reducing expenses in the Police 
Department had been inaugurated and were 
being ¢arried out, but yesterday thosein author- 
it? were figuri the matter up apew. The 
original proposi was to detail a certain num- 
ber of men from week to week for special duty, 
to be paid by individuals needing their services 
at picnics, etc., rather than by the city. This 
idea originated in the brain of the Mayor, it ap- 
pears, and since a great deal of figuring is being 
done the, interence is chat it is. not a success, but 
no one could be gotten to say anything on the 
subject. if the idea—that individuals rather 
than the city should pay policemen for their 
services—had been applied to the Fire Depart- 
ment, however, itis believed that there would 
not have been any trouble. In other words, if 
the Mayor had ordered the Department to be 
kept by the city for ‘the convenience of 
individuals,—to be called upon when wanted, 
and paid for by the individual according to the 
services rendered him,—there would not have 
been the misunderstanding there was with Mar- 
shal Benner, for the reason that he would 
have known just what his Honof meant, and 
would nave been able to have kept in accord 
with bis policy. 
THE MAYOR AND THE TEMPERANCE FOLKS. 
A committee of citizens connected with. the 
Temperance Alliance, headed by Mr. Elmendorf, 
called upon Mayor Harrison late yesterday af- 
ternoon, and laid before him a petition vumer- 
ously signed asking him to confer police power 
upon three persons of their selection, to be paid 
by the Alliance, whose duty it shall be to visit 
the saloous and make arrests in the inter- 
est of the enforcement of the law 
ust sell liquor to minors, etc. 
and to revoke the license of Fitzsimmons, Clark 
street; Gammell, Twelfth street, near the 
briege; and Essex, whois running a place at 
No. 88 South Halsted street. By way of intro- 
ducing themselves they thanked his Honor for 
what be bad already done in benalf of temper- 
ance, and a long talk followed, in which his 
Majesty reviewed the social evil question, dis- 
sertated on tempérance, phil hized about 
the evils of gambling, and spoke of almost 
everything else he could think of. Some of his 
ideas are, perhaps, worth 2 For in- 
N bouses of 
prostitution and gamdling- houses, to the end 
that be could reach them t b the police; of 
suppressing pool-ruoms, but be did not know how 
to go about it; and of rigidly enforcing the 
law with reference to minors and saloons. He 
did not think, ‘however, that the Minor law 
should be construed to forbid the sale of beer 
and liquor to children in pails or bottles when 
sent for the sama by their parents. but the Com- 
mittee took issue with bim, and, after worryi 


: — 2 a lengthy confab, they were not foun 


very far apart. The interview ended by the 
Mayor assuring them that he saw no objection 
to etanting three of the Alliance members police 
power, but he said he would not take any action 
at once, but would see them again, intimating 
that he proposed to get a carriage occasionally, 
to be paid for ont of the Coutingeut-Fund. and 
make visits to the more disreputable places, to 
see for himself what was going on. Mr. 
Parton, of the Committee, offered to hire 
the carriage for bim and accompany him, bat,

Tue TRIB- 
UNE some time since exposed the dubious work 
in letting of the contracts for the furring and 
iron-lathing. It will be remembered that an ad- 
vertisement was issued calling for bids for the 
eornices and ceilings alone. Messrs. Dwight 
& Hoyt, of Springfield, Mass., put in a bid 
for 19 cents, and were awarded the ~~ 
tract. This was not all, however, for 
without notice to the other bidders — 
without advertising, they were awarded the 
contract for the wails too. Auy one not versed 
in the methods of reasoning ip vogue with Mr. 
Hill, the Supervising Architect, would suppose 
that the work on the walls being so much 
plainer than he cornices could be done for 
much less. On the contrary, the contract 
awarded to the favorites, Dwight, Hoyt & Co., 
was for 28 cents—an advance of four cents per 
foot over the contract price for the cornices. 
The publication of the facts caused a how! from 
the other bidders, and the contract was recinded 
and a new advertisemest published. When the 
bids were opened it was found that the Massa- 
chusetts firm, when forced into competition with 
other bidders, could do the work for 15.0 cents— 
a very matertal decrease from the fi in the 
“close contract heretofore given them. They 
still are not happy, for, in sptte of the fact that 
they have the inside track at Washington, when 
the last bid was opened it was found thata 
Chi firm, A. Knisely & Co., would do the 
work for 14% cents per foot. Hence comes the 
delay, for the favorites must have the contract, 
but, as they were not the lowest bidders, some 
scheme must be devised to get around the diffi- 
culty, and this takes time. Dwight & Hoyt 
were given opportunity once before to amend 
their bid after the proposals were opened, and 
such will undoubtedly be the case in this;in- 
stance. In the meantime there is a possibility 
of their getting the contract of repairing the 
work already done by them, for the rust is doing 
its silent work, and the laths are dropping away 
in scales to such an extent as to discount the 
scaling stones of the outside.

AN IMPROVED BIBLE. 

A STILTED CLERGYMAN’sS IDEA OF THE NEEDED 
REVISION OF THE ENGLISH VERSION. 
Sunday Afternoon for July. 

Now and then a tidal wave of euphuism or 
turgidity has swept over our literature, big 
words and stilted expressions have come into 
fashion, and the victims of this verbal epidemic 
have sometimes been filled with a great disgust 
for the simple Saxon style of the Bible, and 
have cried out for a new translation. 

Oné of the worst cases of this distemper was 
that of the Rev. Adolphus Dickinson, a clergy- 
man of the Episcopal Church in this country, 
who, so long ago as 1883, made up his miad that 
the present English Bible was no longer to be 


’ | endured on account of ite imelegance, and set 


about making a new translation. This is the 
way be discourses avout it in bis preface: 

The 17 of centurtes has produced a revolution 
in the English language. requiring a correspond- 
ent change in the version of tne Scriptures: and I 
may add that the errors in grammar and rhetoric, 
the harsh and indelicate expressions, dispersed 
through the generally adopted text, demand amend- 


meat. The style of that translation, regarding ei- |, 


ther its propriety or purity, is, to & great extent, 
obsolete. There is much elegance and inaccu- 
racy in the selection of words, the stracture of sen- 
tences, and in every compari ment (sc) of compo- 
sition. Elementary expressions, individual and 
complex phrases of various description, pervade 
it. unknown to the existing advanced state of lit- 
erature. If they were admissible at the period of 
that publication it ls sufficient to aver that they are 
now exploded. 

Mr. Dickinson now breaks forth in a panegyr- 
ic upon the existing advanced state of litera- 
ture,” and soforth: “ Ihe mansions of refine- 
ment are jess haunted by the spectres of decay- 
ed or impoverished learning., Cultivated lite 
extensively recoils from the familiar survey of 
relics that belong to the quiet of the tomb. Ihey 
are fast ceasing tu deface the exquisite elegance 
of the literary and theological landscape. Lu- 
minaries more effulgent enlighten and adorn the 
summits of the social state. A renewed lustre 
illumines the vales, and so on. As a conse- 
quence of this vancement, Mr. Dickinson 
thinks that it is higu time we had a more mellif- 
luous and magniloquent Bible. While vari- 
ous other works, and especially those of the 
most trivial attainment, are diligently adorned 
with a splendid and sweetly flowing diction, why 
should the mere uninteresting identity and 
paucity of language be so exclusively employed 
in rendering the wordof God? Why snould the 
Christian Scriptures be divested even of. decent 
ornament! Why should not au edition of the 
heavenly institutes be furnisiled for the reading- 
room, saloun, dnd toilet, as well as for the 
church, school, and nursery! for the literary and 
accomplished gentleman as well as for the plain 
and unlettered citizen?” If “the train of self- 
ish, ordinary composuists ” (sic) should preveut 
this consummation, Mr. Dickinson predicts that 
„the heavenly balm will be extensively untried, 
and the deprivation may cause many a valuable 
patient to be successively visited by the lethargy 
of spiritual death.“ 

This dire calamity he will do what be can to 
avert. Therefore he offers his translation of the 
New Testament. A few quotations from it are 
quoted, by wav of showing the Revision Com- 
mittee how not to do it: ;

The greatest of all those causes is the 
inadequateness of the Rabbins to their present 
position, or rather their losing sight of the rab- 
binical situation as it ought to be. No one can 
assert that the Israejites, as a class, are indiffer- 
ent to intellectual recreation. Large numbers 
of the brethren flock to bear Unitarian preach- 
ers, lecturers on liberal subjects, and on the 
philosophy of the times It is informed that the 
temple of Drs. Huebsch, Mendez, and others, 
of New York, are very well attended on the 
Sabbath. Even in this city it will be found that 
Rabbi Adler's temple is always filled with an 
aporeciative audience on a Sabbath. 

Those rabbins whose temples are not popular 
with the people are the cause of this evil. Some 
that are learned are too anxious to display their 
vast information; others that are not as well 
informed are too auxious to be considered 
echolars. The former give the people that which 
is too lofty to become popular, which only 
specialists can appreciate; the latter indulge in 
vagaries and nonsense wufch no common-sense 
man can enjey and no ove be edified by. Is 


it a wonder thea that the temples are empty! 


Or should the peoovie at large be accused of in- 
differentism because they are too earneet about 
religiousymatters to enjoy in the synagogue 
what savors of aggrandisement on the part of 
the Rabbin ! Young people are summarily dealt 
with by most of our ministers; they are simply 
scolded because they will not live like ascetics eu- 
tirely or partiy,—because they will comply with 
the practical demands of life. Old age is upheld 
asan example of decay and sober reflection at 
onee; youthés represented as a — shadow, 
a withering flower; the enjoymeots of life are 
spoken of as transient things which 
bring evil consequences in their trail 
and idealiem vague and undefined 
(which naturally cannot be underswod 
ou account of the e expressions in which it 
is represented) is glorified as soul-saving and re- 
deeming.

reasons they do not deny their adherence to 
and their respect for religion. 

There are in reality very few genuine indiffer- 
entists among us. There is no religious code 
of religious prescriptions suitable for the pres- 
ent. The Rabbins have as yet no system to 
supply the want of such an institution. But 
there is an inward religious conviction pre- 
vailing with the large majority of the brethren. 
‘ feel that every man can and actually 

t to be his own priest. When the Rab- 
bins will feel the same, and will so shave the 
religious lessons as to make one feel at 
bome in the place of worship, they will have 
no cause to complain of * indifferentism.”

CURTIS VS. INGERSOLL. 
To the Editor af The Tribune, 

Cuicaco, July I.—One pleasant Sabbath 
afternoon in. May, 1876, I left the Hotel de 
Prusse, in the ancient City of Leipzig, crossed 
the Great Augustus Piatz, turned into a narrow 
street, passed through a gateway into a stone- 
paved court, climbed a set of worn stone stairs, 
and reached a large circular room belonging to 
the public schools of the city, but doing duty, 
each Sunday, as The American Chapel.” 
Here I found a room full of good solid old air, 
which had been inhaled and exhaied by many 
generations of teachers and learners, and care- 
fully guarded from the contamination of inter- 
course with the profane atmosphere on the 
other, or outside, of the heavy stone walls. 

Ia this good, thick air sat about two hundred 
people, while the Rev. Samuel Ives Curtis ex- 
pounded to them some portion of Scripture. 
His whole appearance was that of a mild, gen- 
tle, but inflexible teacher of good old Calvin- 
istic ortnodoxy; and his position was very inter- 
esting as the only pastor of a dissenting Prot- 
estant church in that Protestant Christian city 
of 85,000 inhabitants. 

Away in another part of the city was an En- 
glish Chapél”’ devoted to Episcopacy; but, al- 
though it was a dissenter there, it represented 
an establishment clsewhere, even as did the 
Roman Catholic chapel unchurched in that land 
of Luther, like its lish and American con- 
tem poraries. 8 

Both the English and American co tions 
kept up their protest against Sabbeth-breaking 
by holding service at that time of dav which the 
Lutheran brother devoted to recreation, and 
with wonderiul gentleness, patience, and firm- 
ness Mr. Curtis maintained his principles and 
illustrated them by a practice well worthy ot 
them. For the homesick American youth he 
had ever a eb ya word and hand-clasp. To 
those who bad fallen and were ready to perish 
he was a belper and friend, but against all as- 
saults of Liberalism be was adamant. So, when 
it was anuouncen that he was to answer Inger- 
soll, I knew he must speak from a strictly or- 
thodox standpoint, but thought he would give, 
or attempt, some logical answer to the great 
infidel, for Mr. Curtis was a graduate of a col- 
lere and theological seminary before he went 
to Leipzig, where be took a four years’ 
coarse in Arabic, Hebrew, and philosophy, 
passed his examination with bonor, and remained 
two years afterward drinking at that fountain- 

of ancient lore. Ifany one could answer 
Ingersoll’s scientific and historic sneers from a 
21 1 5 standpoint, Prof. Curtis seem- 
ed to be the man; and I was no iittle disap- 
fenpenn to see, by Taz TRiIsunz report, that 
discourse was ovrincipally an exbortation 
and ctien. Now, this is a kind ot work 
which may well be left to men like Mr. Moody, 
while itis very doubtful if scholars do not in-

Mr. Cartis has not wered Mr. Ingersoll, 
neither has Mr. Goodwin, nor Prof. Swing, nor 
Dr. Ihomas, bor aux oue else Whose argument 
I have seen; and it does not seem possible that 
he can be answered. 

That he is a special pleader is most true; bat 
he professes to be nothing else. That he is flip- 
pant aud irreverent is also true; but his manner 
does not change bis Matter. His weak pvint is 
his wholesale charte of dishonesty against teach- 
ers of Christianity, and this his orthodox critics 
are rapidly strengthening.

what is, and what is not, Canonical Scripture. 
Clergy as well as laity bold that the salva- 
tion of tneir own souls depends on the correct 
settlement of the question, and there is, or has 
Leen, little temptation to unfairness. Where 
they have been mistaken, there is large room to 
conclude that they have been honestly so, and 
nothing in Mr. Ingersoll’s plan is so blame- 
worthy as bis charge, expressed or implied, of 
hypocrisy in the clergy; while nothing in their 
replies is so lamentable as charging him with 
evil motives or dis rd for public morals. 

The record of bellevers is not such as to in- 
spire confidence in the principles by which they 
profess to be guided; andaman may as weil 
attack these principles, in the cause of morality, 
as to assume that their denial must bring de- 
moralization. It is mere Popery to restrict in- 
vestigation lest men grow wicked by too much 
knowledge! No matter in what form the asser-

Coco, July 3.—A few years ago a promi- 
nent and wealthy citizen of a Western town 
tried an experiment. He was an orthodox 
member of an orthodox church, and contended 
that the Church of to-day was imbued) with 
charity and love for mankind universal and 
strangers in particular, Removing to a large 
city on the borders of a magnificent sheet of 
water, where the church membership was noted 
for broad and beneficent piety, he made his 
test—and shortly after laid down his Christian 
armor—to rest—and rust. 

The first two Sabbaths of his stay he entered 
a moderately fashionable church, fresh from the 
hands of the tailor and barber (the man), with 
s lk bat, gold-headed cane, and polished boots. 
He was ostentatiously seated,—‘‘ well to the 
frovt,’’—with obsequious attentions. 

The following two Sabbaths he adopted the 
humbler outfit of his former calling—a mechanic. 
He dressed himself cleanly, even neatly,—but 
was unshaven, wore heavy boots, rather old, 
ill-fitting suit of mixed cotton cassimere, and 
displayed a clean but colored cotton handker- 
chief. He also wore a plain cloth cap. He 
entered the vestibule of another “moderately 
fashionable“ church, modestly and diffidently ; 
obtained a seat from the usher with considerable 
difficulty after all others had been waited 
on—in an obscure corner. During his attend- 
ance upon four services he received not a 
glance of kindly attention, nor inquiries regard- 
ing his religious convictions, nor auy other 
evidence that that body of humble followers of 
the lowly Nazarene were engaged in “ saving 
souls.“ That person was not only prominent 
and wealthy, but be was gifted in speech, of 
broad education, and ready wich his pen. He is 
to-day a radical beretic ” and inconociast. 

When the writer beard of this experience he 
ridiculed it, and declared in tavor of a soft spot 
in the “heretic’s” head. But since we have 
moved to Cnicago, and have experimented 
for ourselves for several months.

The state 
apartments, as they are called, of Windsor 
Castle are as open to the public almost as Chate- 
worth, When the Court is absent from Wind- 
sor—an ample space of every year—any of her 
Majesty's liege subjects, by going through the 
mere form of calling at a stationer’s shop and 
asking for a ticket, may view some of the finest 
rooms and nearly all the finest pictures in 
Windsor Castle. Fortifled with a vellow-bued 
piece of paper, like the gold checks 
sought for in New York in the days 
when greenbacks were plentiful, but un- 
productive of much in the way of food 
or clothing, the visitor may view the 
staircase on which state receptions take place. 
At the times when he is allowed to see it thera 
is not much adventitious aid from shrubs and 
flowers, and the nickname of 
“PRE KING'S SWIMMING-BATH” | 

will be ized as curiously appropriate. In 
the old l-room he may feast his eyes on a 
series of Vandycks, equally valuable as artistic 
triumphs and historic relies; and in the State 
Drawing-Room may see, among other portraits 
of the House of Hanover, that of Fred, who 
was alive, but now is dead; of which much- 
belied Prince — the father of George III.—it may 
„be said that, unlike his father, who hated 
“boets and bainters, he had a keen taste for 
the arts, and collected many of the finest pict- 
ures, including the Rubenses, which now adorn 
Windsor. He, may also inspect the Waterloo 
Chamber, used as 3 dining-room for the wem- 
vers of the household, and admire its resem- 
blance to the cabin of a ship,—d<ue, it is said, to 
the taste of his late Majesty King William IV.; 
and the St. George’s Banqueting-Hall, already 
alluded to. It he be a counoisseur in furniture 
and decoration, he may marvel at the wonderful 
Goutbier cabinet, of such finely seulptured or- 
molu that be will hesitate whether to appraise 
its value at £10,000 or £15,000, aud will 

o home to look upou those he bas bought for 

undreds with loathing ead dismay. Superb 
wood~arving, by Gripling Gibbons, will chai- 
lenge his admiration in the Presence Chamber; 
and, after inspecting the Albert and St. George's 
Chapels, and eajoy ing the splendid syivan 
scenery from the windows, he will go into the 
outer air impressed with a conviction that he 
has seev a Royal palace which may, in many re- 
spects, compare advantageousiy even with 
Fontainebleau. It is true that the latter is, 
from the practice of leaving manv of the apart- 
ments untouched, almost a school of decorative 
art; but, so far as pictures aud rare pieces of 
furniture are concerned, the Freach palace is 
far inferior to English Windsor. 

Yet he will not have seén the

avy more than tf he bad been at Fontainebleau; 
for there is a region beyond that braugut under 
his ken into which be may not penetrate except 
as a guest of the Queen, or by express per- 
mission, very rarely granted. If he be how 
ored with an invitation to Windsor Castle, he 
will be admirabiy bestowed; for, besides the 
magnificent apartments assigned to Royal 
guests, there are snug quarters for those of 


lower but still distinguished rank. In no pal- 


ace in Europe are more elegant and convenient 
rooms for guests of every degree than in Wind- 
sor Castle. They are, it is true, difficult to find; 
and the Castle will become a still more agree 
able place of sojourn than it is when some topo- 
graphic genius has laid down a map of the in- 
bab.ted part of it. At present it would be 
—— maddening, were there not pages always 
civil and eager to capture the hapless wayfarer 
who bas lost himself in mterminable corridors, 
and worn out his patience in trying to find the 
right flight of stairs. Beyond the spacious 
apartments assigned recentiy to the King and 
Quven of the Befgians and their suite, are de- 
hghtfal rooms in the Round Tower and other 
portions of the earlier structure of the 
Castle. occupied = the 
Crown-Princess of Prussia are auti- 
ful io the extreme, rich and snug 
at the same time, made warm and pleasant with 
glowing tapestry, and retaining a deliciously 
habitable air: ‘The line of thé Round and adja- 
cent towers gives a pleasing quaintness to the 
shape ef the rooms, which, of a necessity, are 
portions of the sectors of an irregular circle. 
There are numerous many-augled rooms in this 
part of the Castle, with windows deeply em- 
bayed in the thickness of the wall; apartments 
warm and comfortable in winter and deliciousiy 
cool in summer, and ail delightfully furnisbed 
and bung with paiotings and engravings, rich 
and rare, quaint and curious. For the most 
part, the Royal and guest apartments are cutoff 
from the rest of the Castle by *

with great pavels of green flowered satin let 
into the walls. The rich hangings and e 
furniture, even the superb fireplace, of this 
central drawing-room, are lost sight of in the 
great wealth of Sevres contained in the various 
cabinets. The quantity of this rare porte- 
lain is almost as remarkable — qual- 
ity,.— most important of all, service 
made for Louis XVI., which afterward 
became the property of George IV. No such 
det of bleu du roi exists elsewhere. The color 
is absoluteiy perfect, and the paintings are by 
the most eminent hands ever employed at the 
Koyal porcelain manutactory. This wonderful 
service is not overdone with the blaze of color 
and the rich, beavy gilding peculiar to Sevres. 
Inside the gilt rim, with its inner band of bleu 
du roi, is a plain white zone, within which is the 
picture Lramed as it were in plain gold. There 
is another peculiarity about tbis grand service: 
it is complete, with the very trifling exception 
of a couple of plates broken or stolen in the 
time of George IV., who sometimes used part 
of it at breakfast. Stray plates and other 
pieces purporting to have formed part of this 
famous set find their way from time to 
time isto auction-rooms, and fetch enor- 
mous prices; but the oniv theory that cap be 
set up concerning them ig, that they 
ace rejected pieces, for the whole 

et Windsor is complete, with the exception 
noted, as supplied to the Freach King. Other 
wonderful pieces of Sevres are enscoaced in the 
cabinets of the Green Drawing-Room,—services 
decorated with flowers and with animals, and 
divinely painted. There are garuitures de che- 
winee and huge bowls by dozens, all of the 
very finest kind and the best period,—the later 
days of Louis XV. and the early ones of his 
bapless successor. Connoisseurs skilled in 
china have estimated the value of the contents 
of the Green Drawing-Room at £200,000; out 
this must be as rough an estimate as that of the 
famous gold plate, said to be worth millions, 
and which certainly does weigh seven tons at 
the least. Beyond. this drawing-room the 
Queen rarely goes. except on the occasion of 
a state dioner, when the Royal Dining- 
Room in the Prince of . Waies’ Tower 
w occupied. The Crimson Drawing-Room 
is generally occupied by the ladies 
and gentlemen of the household; and, 
to eyes greedy of color, is more attractive than 
either the Green or White Reoms. Crimson 
satin glows on the walis and on the furniture. 
and throws into strong relief the magnificent 
malachite vase presented to the Queen by the 
late Emperor Nicholas of Russia, and several 
beautitul cabinets iniaid with Florentine mosaic. 
Here, too, is the grand pianoforte on which the 
Queen received her first lessons, as well as a bevy 
of Winterhalters, and a good portrait of the 
Duke of Kent by Beechy. 0 

Immediately beyond this crimson room is 
THE ROYAL DINING-ROOM, 


only used on state occasions, and capable of 
accommodating a large party of guests, Every- 
thing iv this apartment is the simplest pos- 
sible style. Plain gilt moldings and 
bandsome rosewood form its only decora- 
tion, excepting the wipe-cooler designed 
by Flaxmaa for George IV. wheu Prince Re- 
gent. This extraordinary Work is several feet 
in length, and may be described as a Capo di 
Monte tureen translated tuto silver-gilt. Bac- 
chanalian groups dance round its “swelling 
port’’; fruit, reptiles, and animals cling to the 
rim; and the common objects of the seashore 
incrust the base. How such a richly-confused 
work of art was evolved from the severe imagi- 
nation of Fiaxman must forever remain a mys- 
tery, like the precise loss of bard cash that its 
production entailed upon everybody who bad 
anything todo with it. Happily it was not so 
atal as the Albert Memorial, which killed every- 
y at first concerned with it; but this puuch- 
bowl. or wine-cooler, or font, or pap-boat— 
for it has served every one of these purposes 
-was a serious enough matter in its day. This, 
however, is not the dining-room occupied 
daily by the Queen. At the other end of the 
corrido;, just over the Queen's entrance to the 
Castle, is an octagonal room, sober in toue., and 
lain almost to the exaggeration of plainness ia 
ts decoration. Lined with oak, it coatains on! 
three objects of a pictorial character. Two o 
these are in Gobelins tapestrg, and represent the 
appetizing subject of a boar-hunt. The third is 
of quite auother character; it is a portrait paint- 
ed only the other day by the Baron von Angeli, 
whose picture of the Crown-Priucess created so 
much sensation in the exhibition of the Royal 
Academy three or four years since. It ig the 
triumph of 
ALMOST BRUTAL REALISM. 

From the widow’s-cap to the clasped hand it is 
the positive but unflattering likeness of the 
Queen, and preferred by her on that account 
above all other of her portraits. It is the au- 
tithesis of a Winterhalter, —the work of a 
painter alter the Protector Cromwell's own 
neart. Not only is every feature painted 
in with its defects exaggerated, its harder lines 
intensified, but even the shade of complex- 
ion is strengthened. It might be said to 
be the portrait of a monarch painted by a re- 
publican. Yet it is the favorite of the Queen, 
and haves immediately above and behind the 
chair she habitually occupies at dinner and 
luncheon, thus chailenging almost perpetual 
comparison. In this cruel piece of real 
ism the Queen wears rather her stately than her 
ordivary look, but the position and paioting uf 
the hands are simply masterly. Is ig in this 
Oak-Room, or iv ber private sitting-room over- 
lookiug the Long Walk, that the Queen gets 
through the routive work of ber exalted posi- 
tion during her residence. at Windsor. This 
Uak-Koom is, like all the truly private apart- 
ments at Windsor, completely shut in from the 
more public part of the Castle, and can only Be 
approacbed. from the Grand Corridor. 
Windsor, indeed, that most magnificent of 
Royal residences, the problem is completely 
solved how to attend wita the utmost severit 
to public business, to conduct a Royal pagteau 
on a scale which throws the festivities of Berlin 
and St. Petersburg into the shade, and to e- 
cure at a moment’s notice the most perfect se-

travagance in tone, gesture, or costume. 
Where the parte have been played in accordance 
with this theory, and the spirit of the work un- 
derstood by the audience, the comedy bas been 
very successful. When the play was first pro- 
duced in New York, last seasbn, the Tribune of 
that city said of it: Engaged may, indeed, 
be viewed in—at least—two ways.

More companies are now 
being made up to take the road on a dead cer- 
tainty that they will bave to come back by that 
cheerful process known as traveling on their 
trunks than there were ever before nomad 
combinations of any kind whatever. Every 
one-borse actor in the land who happens at some 
remote time to have made something of a bit iu 
a certain part is going to star next season, 
“supported by bis own powerful organization.” 
People who would be fair leading men and 
women in stock theatres, but who are utterly 
ridiculous as the main features of an entertain- 
ment, are springing up like mushrooms on all 
sides. They all think they are going to pull in 
tremendous fortunes by their yentares, and 
every one of them imagives that bis or her com- 
pany will be one of the few to stick through the 
whole season. They are all laying out 
routes and booking dates throughout the eoun - 
try, and Iam willing to bet thas pot one-tenth 
of them will hold together eight weeks. 


The combination system, which has been for 


a number of years gradually eating its way into 
| the heart of theatrical affairs, is going to hang 
itself with ite own rope within the next twelve 
months. Actors aud mavagers will become 
wiser and seedier by the lesson they receive.

Fairman’s Proposed American College. 

Mr. Jam Fairman, an American artist now 
residing iv London, has recently issued a eircu- 
lar letter to the friends of art in Chicago,” m 
which at great length he reviews what has been 
done in London and Paris to foster the flue arts, 
and what bas been accomplis thereby. Af-: 
ter commenting on the lavish’ expenditure au- 
nually indulged in by weaithy Americans for 
the benefit of so-called acafemies, which he 
pronounces no better than drawing-schools, and 
in the maintevance of American art students 
abroad, he makes a vigorous plea for the or- 
ffanization of a distinctively national academy. 
in which shail be grouped all the kindred arts. 
This portion of his paper, possessing many 
valuable suggestions, is herewith giveu entire: 

In no American city has there been an attempt to 
group together the kinared arts and to give them a 
united N lite in an educational insti- 
tion, although t is 80 manifestly evident thet this 
method, being the most philosophical, is also one 
that will secure advantages ip all directions, en- 
spicuously superiority of results ana economy of 
means. 

The fact is probably not generally known that a 
sum of money is being annually epeut by Amer- 
icans, Chiefly in the larger cities, and in the form 
of private subscriptions, for the maintenance and 
tuition of students abroad. in different depart- 
ments of art, more than sufficient to educate three 
times that number, and with equal presumptions 
of,succesa, at home, to say nothing of the mani- 
fest disadvantages of many of them, removed from 
all proper constraint, leading lives and acquiring 
habits in this forced separation from Their Ameri- 
can homes such as, balanced ageinst their artistic 
attainments, makes the gain sadly-dubious atrend- 
ing thie system. 

he facts being as thus briefly recited, the ex- 
periences of others enable us to see how in the 
exercise of the common intelligence of American 
daily life and with the means at our disposal we 
may organize an institution for education in fine 
art, such es will gain for us our self-respect in 
view of nationality, economy of our resources, 
efficiency of results, and broadness of ministry. 
such as have not been possible by the experiments 
heretofore attempted in our country; aud such as 
cannot be forwarded, but may be retarded, by 
multiplying the number of mere drawing-scbools, 
such as we have been wont to call ‘* academies” 
in our sanguine impatience. 

If any academy of art is properly constitated, 1t 
should not only be an institution where the pro- 
fessional artist can be trained with success for his 
high mission in the best methods, but also a place 
where à post-academic course of instruction would 
be available, in the polite arts, for those who 
do not wish to wade through the curriculum 
of a college of letters; especiaily for the daughters 
of our country, who could find in it instruction 
eminently adapted to prepare them to supplement 
the neglected part of the prevailing systems of 
libera: educations, While the special function of 
such an undertaking would be to deal with matters 
seemingly remote from our daily life, a little se- 
rious reflection will enforce the view tust the re- 
suits certain to flow from such an institution would 
be such as to commend the undertaking to the ap- 
proval and co-operation even of those who do not 
look beyon’! the motive of enlightened selfishness 
and commercial common sense; not to mention 
the grander suggestions that crowd the mind of 
those who can be thrilled with the contemplation 
of an American School of Art rising into an 
enduring entity. 

Looking at the resources, pu and all at- 
tendant circumstances of the time, in the City of 
Chicago, and assuming that it is the purpose of 
the friends of art to do something that shall be 
worthy aud endur in its results, the following 
— submitted as the skeleton of a plan of organiza- 

on: 

Firet—The establishment of a permanent art 
school in Chicago, to be called the American Col- 
lege of Fine Arts. 

Second Tue ‘course of instruction to be in de- 
partments of painting, sculpture, music, histri- 
onic art or Oratory, and. in the sense of artistic do- 
sign aod decorative art, architecture. 

Third—Five professional chairs, viz.: painting, 
sculpture, ong pot art in geveral, —histrionic 
art, and one poetic literature and esthetic 
philosophy. 

Fourth—Each department to be under the di- 
rection and supervision of the Professor, with 
such sub-organizaijions under tutors as may be 
deemed necessary. the whole to be ander the 
authority of one of the Professors, who shall be 
appointed President of the college. 

The college to be organized under an act 
of incorporation from the State Government. 

Sixih—The corporation to consist of not less than 
100 citizens of the State, the number to be increas- 
ed at the discretion of the body; such to be desig- 
nated ** Patrons of the American College of the 
Fine Arts. : 

Seventh—Eighteen members of the body of 
Patrons to be elected asa Board of Trustees ana 
Managers; six to retire annually, their places to be 
filled by those etected to succed them, The Board 
of Trustees to exercise all the powers, rights. and 
functions common to similar bodies representing 
college property aud privileges in the State. 

PFighth—Tte Faculty of the college, with the con- 
currence of the Board ef Trustees, may nominate 
candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of the Fine 
Arts and Doctor of the Fine Arts io the University 
of the State; and when such nominations shall be 
approved by the authorities of tue university the 
degrees shall be conferred, and tue diplomas shall 
be authenticated by the officersof both institn- 
tions. ' 

There would be in the eon@mplated college the 
new feature of uniting the different departments 
of fine art in one institution, and also the novelty 
of formal instruction inthe philosophy of fine art. 

As belore 7 the academies now exist - 
ing where the arts of painting and sculpture are 
taught are in the main sthools of manipulation; 
the mental culture of the student, aside from the 
work of his hands, being almost entirely neglect- 
ed, or recognized only in the most cursory way by 
occasional lectures: and then, for the most part, 
so extraneous in their watter as to be of little 
practical help tothe student. Hence the familiar 
fact that the academies do not produce the great 
artists. Benjamin West, whose standard was not 
too high, admitted that not over one out of a hun- 
dred educated at the academy was successful. 

Those who have studied the subject can see that 
the elements in which the academies fall are just 
those to be supplied by the utoposed coliege. In- 
deed, some of the best artists, of different periods, 
have declared against academies in any form, 
pointing to this sterility of results as conclusive, 
referring to the common systems pursued. | 

The college, by conferring honorary degrees 
upon individuals, not necessarily artists, would 
soon supply a corps of educated experts in the iu- 
terests of art, for only such as have marked at- 
talnments would be named, upon wnom the public 
could safely lean when public occasions call for 
responsible functions, as at the international ex- 
hibitione, and thus save onr country from the 
periodica! humiliations which scheming and incom- 
petence bring upon us on such occasions. 

The college could, also, Drepare a course of in- 
struction in free-hand drawing and decorative art, 
adapted to be incorporated into the course of 
meee through the public school system of the 
State, and meet many other requirements of the 
most manifest utility. It is not necessary, how- 
ever, to present euch matters in a digested form at 
this stage, and they are alluded to at this time 
only to indicate directions where the industrial in- 
terests of the community would be greatly assisted 
by the proposed college, and thus reinfurce the 
general system of popular education, in a direc- 
tion which has passed beyond the ficid of discus- 
sion as to its utility, in which fine art is wedded to 
many of the industries of common life. 

What has been accomplished in England through 
the schoois of design emanating from the central 
organization at Kensington is now a part of 
history. and has settled the question of the im- 
portance of this department of instruction, so 
sadly neglected in this country. Prof. Goldwin 
Smith in a recent address pointed out this direction 
as one where British talent, developed by these 
agencies, might hope to excel America for a long 
time to come. 

It seems to be peculiarly fitting that America 
should be the pioneer this philosophic method 
of instruction in art; And many things indicate 
Chicago as one of the best points for its inaugura- 
tion. 

The curriculum of the college, with detatis of 
organization. such as would fall to tutors and 
monitors, are easily determined, and are therefore 
not elaborated in thie preliminary sketch. 

It is manifest that some pecuniary support would 
be required till the enterprise shall be establisned, 
as ie Raped. on a self-sustaining basis. An amount 
could be named asa condition to ‘‘annval’’ or 
„te“ membership of the body of ** Patrons,” 
each member of the body of Patrons paying $1 
for the current yeer to have the naming ofa 
student for a scholarship for that year. A rate 
could be determined for “ pay scholars ontside 
of the number of Patrons’ nominees, etc., but the 
writer is conscious that all plansin this direction 
can be best devised by those on tne 

As one of the sources of reveuue. it is proposed 
to give one or two exhibitions each season of the 
performances of the advanced pupils. 

It is also e that the instruction of the pro-

* public, ia the degree that will induce many 
o enter ar pa pupils, simply to secure the ele-

THE PRINCE IMPERIAL. 


How the Ex-Empress Received the News of 


the Death of Her Son, 
Correspondence London Telegraph, June 21. 

Camden House, Chiselhurst, always somewhat 
gloomy and doleful in appearance, had early 
yesterday afternoon reassumed the more mouru- 
ful appearance which it had worn nearly seven 
years ago, when the Emperor Napoleon died. 
Now, as then, the blinds were closely drawn; 
police slowly pacing beckward and forward in 
front of the entrances repelled the curiosity of 
strangers. Carriages filled with friends arrived 
at the gates, and ladies and geutlemen at- 
tired in black, first of all signing their names 
in a book at the lodge, passed up the dark 
avenue of trees to offer their sympathy to 
the inmates of the house beyond. It was not 
difficult to see, even long before Chiselburst 
was sighted, that many of the passengers in the 
train from London were members of the great 
Bonapartist party which had just lost its bead. 
Little groups of Frenchmen clad in black, Span- 
jards who remembered the nationality of the 
Empress Eugenie, attaches of embassies, rep- 
resentatives of Royalty, were all to be seen ere 
the train drew up at the well-known station. 
Passing by twos and threes into the house they 
had been received by the Duc de Bassano, ex- 
pressed to him their sense of sorrow, and so de- 
parted. At length it came to my turn to 
enter, and passing through the curious 
panel door which opens into the recep- 
tion-room of Camden Piace, I found the 
Duc de o waiting to receive me. 
Ashe read the tel phic dispatch which told 
of the Prince’s death and the finding of the 

he nearl¥ gave way to the intensity of bis 

feelings, vrotesting the while that he bad bad 
no part in the vovage which had terminated so 
fatally, and that, indeed, it bad been under- 
taken against the advice and wish of the 
Prince’s friends. “But he was so ardent, so 
courageous, and such a capital borseman,“ his 
Grace continued, tak apparent pride in this 
last accomplishment of bis youthful chief,“ he 
was so anxious to be witu his comrades of Wool- 
wich and toshare their dangers that nothing 
would persuade him to give up the enterprise. 
The Empress,” the Duc remarked, “learned the 
news, in fact, by an accident last night. 
Some friend of N. 
the disaster which 
Prince wrote him a letter, which he sent by rail, 
warning him to prepare for sad, and, indeed, 
painful intelligence. Somehow or other the 
Empress opened this letter, and although un- 
able exactly to comprehend its import, feared 
unhappy tidings. She knew her son had been 
ill, and sbe naturally dreaded to hear that he 
was worse. However, no more intelligence came 
till this morning, when Lord Sidney, who had 
received a message from Lady Frere, and also 
the command of the Queen, came round to 
communicate the terrible news to the Empress, 
together with the expression of der 
Majesty’s sympathy. I received him, and 
upon me the duty devolved of oreaking 
the fearful news. I asked permission to 
see the Empress, who, noticing probably trom 
the expression of my coupntepance that I was 
greatly troubled, begged to kpow at once all I 
had to tell der. I said, ‘Madame, the Prince is 
very ill, more dangerously ill than ne was when 
we last heard.’ Immediately her Majesty ex- 
claimed, ‘I will go to him; I mast go,’ to which 
1 replied nothing, and retired. A quarter of ap 
hour elapsed and then I returned to her. I told 
her that further news had come which made the 
aspect of affairs still graver. She cried out, ‘I 
will go at once; where is he?’ To which J re- 
plied, ‘It is too late, Madame,’ on hearing which 
her Majesty burst into a flood of tears, exclaim- 
ing, ‘ Mon file, mot Jus,’ and [ left her.“ 

Passing through outer ball as I entered 
was Gea. Sir Dichton Probvn, who had brought 
a message of condolence from the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. in that same ball it had 
been my lot, the last time but one that I saw 
the now deceased Prince, to see him lead his 
weeping mother into a somewhat hastily im- 
proved court of ber faithful adnerents, on the 
death of Napoleon III. The apartment had 
heen draped in black; even the pictures had 
been covered with the sombre-colored cloth: 
the Bonapartists, ladies and men, stood round 
in solemn silence, waiting till the Empress 
should come. Presently there was heard a 
rustle as of silk, and then appeared the young 
Louis Napoleon with his mother’s hand in 
his. A deep obeisance was being made 
by all; there were ladies wo rever- 
ently courtesied as they kissed the 
Imperial widow’s hand, and the rest 
were waiting to offer their expressions of fealty. 
when a lady, overcome by her feelings, rushed 
forward and, embracing the youthful Prince, 
kissed him on both cheeks, a uickly retired, 
Oo the day before the members of the Imperial 
famity. together with the leaders of their fol- 
towers, had met in solemn conclave at Chisel- 
hurst, and concluded au agreement by which 
the Prince should henceforth be the object of 
their aspirations and hopes. He was—so0 ran 
the document, which M. Rouher dictated and 
the Doc de Grammont wrote—to be called for 
the present Louis Napoleon, and not Napoleon 
IV. Under the tuition and cuardianship of bis 
uncle Jerome and the Empress Eugenie be was 
to be brought up, and by the Imperial party of 
France he was beuceforth to be regarded as 
head. Next day be led the way bareheaded to 
the little Roman Catholic Church of St. Marv's. 
Chiselburst, the chief mourner for his exiled 
and departed father. 

I quitved the ball and went across the common 
forthwith to the place where the remains of Na- 
poleon III. lay. There, asin the old days, the 
Rev. Father Goddard still rules, the faithful and 
trusted counselor of the Imperial house. He 
had been, as was to be expected of one under 
whose religious care the Prince had been brought 
up, terribly shocked by the sad uews, yet to him 
there came also some comfort in the remem- 
brance of the fact that, vo matter how busily 
occupied, the Prince never forgot the obligations 
of the Church. Lremember,’’ says the good 
Abbe, that, just as his Imperial Highness was 
going away to Zululand, I wrote to bim remind- 
ing him of the duties which the Church imposed 
at that season of the year and begging 
him to remember these, even though 
he might be otherwise busily engaged. 
His letter to me was one I shall never forget. 
He expressed some surprise ad my . having 
thought that he could by any possibility be un- 
mindful of the calle of the Church, and next 
morning—on the day of his departure—he came 
round to me, confessed, took the Holy Sacra- 
ment very shortly after 7 o’clock, and, kissing 
bis father’s tomb, departed. I think that the

THE EIGHT-HOUR LEAGUE. 
To the Editor of The Tridune. 

Cod, July 5.—1 admire your arguments 
in regard to the Eight-Hour Labor question, but 
differ from vou on principle. I believe that if 
you are convinced that yeu are on the wrong 
side ot the question you will admit it. On 
July 4 you publish an interview with Mr. Er- 
hardt, one of the Socialist members of the Leg- 
islature, and your arguments following are cor- 
rect as far as they go. But Mr. Erhardt isa 
Socialist, and that party is not ‘The Kight- 
Hour League; they are two separate, dis- 
tinct parties. and their views were expressed 
at arecent discussion, when the Socialists dis- 
puted the great principles of the Eight- Hour 
League, The Socialists plainly assert their 
creed, and claim that the relations of employer 
and employe are wrong; that they must be 
changed, and that the laborer must be emanci- 
pated from a chained oppression. The eight- 
hour men believe that @ people who cannot 
ameliorate their own condition cannot emanci- 
pate themselves; and they wish to work in bar- 
mony with the employer for the improvement of 
both classes, and they luclude ali men who 
work. The Labor party claim that, with 
eight’ hours work per day, they will be greater 
consumers; that they will become more edu- 
cated when they have more leisure; they desire 
this time for education and improvement, and 
no one can deny the fact that with more leisure 
they will de greater consumers. This will 
create a new demand for their labor, tor which 
they can demand better pay, and this will be one 
item to contrigute to their receiving as much 
for eight hours’ work as for ten. Again, there 
are, and have been for quite a number of years, 
a great many idle men, some of whom 
are tramps, who would work if they could 
get it, and those who would not work 
enn and will be made to work if there is work 
for them to do; and when the idle man is em- 
ployed he becomes a consumer, making a de- 
mand for new boots, new clothes, new hats, and 
whole victuals; he no longer is a drone, living 
on the labor of others; he will change from a 
curse to a blessing. This is not only to the in- 
terest of the laboring man,but to the interest of 
the manufacturer, the farmer, and the capitalist. 
It is beyond the power of contradiction that 
every mau should produce al! that be consumes, 
or an equivalent for it. e With the large percent 
of upemployed at work, they who are at work 
now will be relieved of the tax 
which they have to pay for the support of the 
idle. It matters not how one looks at the mat- 
ter, whether it be the larger amount of money 
received or the smaller amount paid out, the 
laborer will have more of a margin between his 
expenses and his wages for every hour of labor 
performed then over what he receives and re- 
tains now. Asto the exact amount I do not 
pretend to say, but it is certain that the inde- 
pendence which the laborer will gain would be 
sufficient to supply his n demands. Is 
there anything revolutionary, dishonorable, or 
against the interest of our common good in 
giving more independence and education to that 
class of people who are the muscle and brain oa 
which the existence of our human race de- 
pends? 

For many years improvements in machinery 
and agriculture have been successfully intro- 
duced, and that success has been attained al- 
most entirely because the inventions saved labor. 
In many instances where ten men were once 
required, one or two now can do the same 
amount of work. The other 80, 50, or 20 per 
cent (whatever the exact figures may be) of la- 
boring’ men have, on account of being left with- 
out any honorable employment, fallen to 
begging, liké the tramps, borrowing, like 
our savings-bank thiefs, and stealing, like the 
criminals we have to maintain at Joliet, where 
their labor is put in competition with ours; and 
if the pay the State receives is insufficient to 
give them a living as a criminal lives, we have 
to make up the difference. The eight-hour men 
do not complaia, but rather rejoice at the intro- 
duction of pew machinery, but demand, for the 
public good, that the labor be distributed. The 
class of men who made their demonstration on 
July Fourth are laborers.
